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2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art of 
record does not disclose or fairly teach placing the upper turntable fixing devices and 
the lower turntable bearing devices such that they form load supporting points on a 
circle having a diameter equal to the diameter of a circle disposed along the center of 
wafer holding holes in a carrier plate. The closest prior art, to Simpfendorfer et al, 
5,197,230, teaches a lower bearing device that is not placed along the circle of centers 
of wafer holding holes, and is silent as to what upper fixing devices are and how they 
are placed. It would appear that the upper turntable is fixed to the support at the center 
of the turntable. See figure 1 .
